THE WORLD'S FAST TRAINS,

Speed Made in England and Some of the
Iron Flyers of America,
New York Sun.]

Notwithstanding the storics about trains
running at 80 miles an hour in England,
mothing of the kind is provided in the time
tables of the London and Northwestern and
Great Northern, which admittedly have the
fastest scheduled traios in the kingdom.
The fustest train on the Northwestern is
the celebrated Seotch express, which makes
the run of 400 miles from London to Edin-
burgh in eight and one-half hours. This is
at the rate of 71.6 miles an *hour, allowing
for stops. The Roval Blue line trains make
the rum of 226 miles between Now York and
‘Washington in five hours, which is at an
ave ‘speed of 5.9 miles an hour, with
corresponding allowances for stops.
